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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 2-7 applicant argues that Shih fails to 
teach, disclose, or fairly suggest the following limitations: "calculating a target position by means of a microprocessor with regard to said 
satart position in the third time period" as disclosed in independent Claim 8. It is noted in Column 29 Lines 60+ through Column 30 Lines 
1-45 describes the determining of target positions in regard to tape position and time periods and thereby meeting the limitations. 
Furthermore, In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that 
the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the time periods being either inputted by remote control or determined by tape position 
(Page 4-5 of arguments)) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). .
